Westview 
Cabaret

A couple of days in New York City 
or a “one night stand” in Hamilton 
was a big thing to the first West- 
_ view band back in 1967. Now, 
almost. a decade later, the 
Westview Centennial Secondary 
School Music Department is 
gearing up for its most ambitious 
effort to date — a Mediterranean 
Concert Tour this summer. 
Over the intervening years 
Westview’s many bands (the 
faces seem to change every 
year) have entertained an estim- 
ated 15,000 people and the one 
and only international language 
of communication, music. As in 
past visits to England, Germany, 
Austria and our own west/east 
coasts, the band continues to 
accent Canadian works by 
Canadian composers. We may 
draw comfortingly on the heritage 
brought from the old world, and 
depend occasionally too much on 
the “slickness” of our “new” 
world neighbour, but these 
“goodwill ambassadors” through 
their music and enthusiasm dis- 
play a style that is neither old nor 
new, but Canadian. 
We can be proud of them and 
their many accomplishments. 


But what is involved in sending 
70 people and tons of equipment 
and instruments 4,000 miles and 
back again? 

Money — and lots of it! Al- 
though no agency is prepared 
now to name the magic figure 
(the topsy-turvy world of mone- 
tary exchenge makes this too 
risky for them) a figure of $40,000 
seems a modest estimate. 

The music students (through 
their own “Music Council’) and, 
the Westview Music Supporters 
Association (parents of same), 
will team up to foot part of the bill. 
What they cannot raise together 
will come out of the pockets of 
those students and chaperones 
who go. The monies raised 
through December's Christmas 
Cabaret, the upcoming Valentine 
Dance (Feb. 12), Spring Dance 
(April 23), and annual Jamboree 
at the Jane-Finch Mall in May will, 
quite literally, decide if the plane 
gets off the ground from Malton 
this summer. 

If the Mediterranean Concert 
‘Tour comes off as planned, on 
schedule, Westview will have 
reached (indeed surpassed) a 
staggering figure of 24,902 
travelled miles since 1967. That’s 
equal to exactly once around this 
world of ours and headin’ ’round 
for the second time!

‘PUT UP 
THE WALLS’ 


Recently, there has been a great 
deal of criticism levelled at open 
area schools. In fact, many peo-- 
ple would like to have walls in- 
stalled in these structues. They 
feel that if schools returned to the 
“old ways”, children would be 
able to learn the traditional knowl- 
edge and values which helped 
build our society. 


There are some misconcep- 
tions, however, which should be 
clarified. Open Space, Open 
Complex, Open Area — these 
are terms which define a building, 
nothing else. To criticize a school 
because it has large instructional 
areas is to ignore the program, 
the staff and the objectives of that 
school. 


Open Concept is an idea, a 
way of teaching and learning. It 
can include some of the following 
— individualized learning, team 
teaching, team planning, small 
group study, large group lessons, 
a great deal of library usage, a 
wide range of materials and a 
great deal of concern for children. 


Every one of these items may 
be found in any school, no matter 
the architectural style. | think you 
will agree that they are good 
ways of teaching and learning 
and that you would like to see at 
least some of them in your child’s 
school. Chances are you will, if 
you take the time to visit. | have 
seen “open” schools that were 
“closed” mentally. Conversely, | 
have seen “closed” schools that 
were very “open” in their 
program and in their objectives. 


The difference, of course, lies 
with people, their perceptions of 
situations, their own experi- 
ences, and their own world view. 
Perhaps the point to be made in 
this brief report, is that very few of 
us know enough to make hasty 
judgements. All of us should 
become more aware of the 
educational scene. There is a 
great deal of information 
available from your school board, 
the Ministry of Education and of 
course, your local school. Before 
you decide to be critical (and it is 
a conscious decision), find out 
what is going on. You'll probably 
like it.

Downsview West 
Information Post 


After four months in the community centre we are still having people 
ask “When did you move out of the mall?” To reiterate and bring the 
community up to date: 

The Downsview West Information Post moved out of the Jane- 
Finch Mall the middle of August. The Mall Management requested 
use of the space they had been donating. We are now occupying a 
room at Yorkwoods Community Centre, 20 Yorkwoods Gate 
Boulevard. Our telephone number remains the same — 635-1827. 

Some people in the community have also indicated surprise at 
some of the things information centres do. For instance we have 
volunteers who are bank employees, either managers or loan 
officers, who are willing to serve as credit and debt counsellors. This 
service is on an appointment-only basis. 

To give you an idea of some of the questions information centres 
get, the following are examples: 

— Where can I get legal aid? 

— I'm a working mother. Where can | get day care for my children? 
— Who do | call for a hockey league for my son? 

— Where can I get the swine flu shot? 

— I’m new in the area. Can you tell me what is available such as the 
nearest library and activities for my children? 

— My landlord is threatening to evict me; what can | do about it? 
— Who is the school trustee for this area? 

— My wife and | are having marital problems. Where can we get 
help. 

— ls there a skate exchange in this area? 


The hours for the Post are 9.00 a.m. — 4.30 p.m. You can either 
phone or drop in and see us. 

One of the credit and debt counsellors is Italian, thus making this 
service available to the Italian Community. 

As well as providing people with help for their problems, the 
Information post needs help too. An information and referral service 
is run primarily by volunteers. A volunteer does not have to know 
office work — they just have to like people and want to help. After the 
last issue of the paper a lady called and was most upset as she 
thought the information centres blurb on needing volunteers 
sounded as if we were pre-abortion. That was not the intent. A 
person volunteering his or her service at an information centre is 
certainly entitled to their own personal opinions and biases but they 
are not to project those opinions over the telephone. They simply 
dispense whatever information is requested without indicating their 
own personal views. 

We are also starting a babysitting registry. If you are looking for a 
babysitter or are interested in babysitting, call us. 

Remember, if you are looking for an agency you can’t remember 
the name of or looking for a service you’re not sure exists, call an 
information centre first — it may save you a lot of time. 


Register Now For 
Transportation For The 
Physically Handicapped 


Applications are now being accepted from physically handicapped 
persons who reside in Metropolitan Toronto who wish to register for 
WHEEL-TRANS, PHASE ll. WHEEL-TRANS is a local 
transportation service operating within Metro to serve physically 
handicapped persons whose disabilities prevent them from using 
regular TTC public transit service. 

The Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto and the Province of 
Ontario recently approved the funding of Phase II of this project to 
permit an expansion of the fleet and an extension of service hours. 

Commencing on or about February 7, 1977, two kinds of service 
will be provided twelve hours a day (approximately 6.30 a.m. to 6.30 
p.m.). 

Monday through Friday, as follows: (a) Subscription service — 
pre-scheduled service for riders who travel regularly on a round trip 
basis, for example, between home and work. Subscription riders 
must buy non-transferable monthly passes good for a maximum of 
one round trip per scheduled service day. (b) Non-subscription 
service — a demand responsive service to accomodate casual or 
part-time riders. Non-subscription riders will be charged at the rate of 
two adult TTC tickets, payable in tickets or cash for each one-way 
trip. 

Service will be provided by specially-equipped, van-type vehicles. 
Priority in scheduling will be given to trips for work, medical and post- 
secondary education purposes. 

Service will be curbside-to-curbside, and drivers will assist 
passengers to board and leave the vehicle. Any further assistance 
must be arranged by the passenger.

Look, we have 20,000 young 2 
people under the age of 20. We 
have 1 pool and one arena. 
Together they hold 500. 

The kids in this area have 
lived a long time with nothing to 
do — they've grown up here 
that way. 

It's tough for kids to partici- 
pate. Even high school courses 
are affected — changing 
courses is impossible in the 
crowded conditions — teachers 
are reluctant to teach in this 
area. 

Kids are angry and frustrated 
because they are probably ripp- 
ed off more than anyone else. 

A lot of them write us off. 
Some try to get involved. 

After listening to these con- 
cerned young people, a 
citizen’s representative from 
District 10 Planning Board, 
Gordon Kerr said the com- 
munity hadn't let him “know 
what they wanted”. I'd love to 
have him inundated with phone 
calls. (Call 225-4611 for his 
number). 

Corridor: What are your views 
on crimes attributed to OHC 
residents? 

O’Neill: On, when there are 
more children there are more 
problems. 

Working closely with these 
organizations within OHC I've 
learned that lack of co- 
operation by the OHC officials 
has caused frustration and loss 
of leadership among the con- 
cerned citizens.

The Diocese of Churchill- 
Hudson Bay, the world’s. most 
northern diocese, is composed of 
sixteen Eskimo missions scat- 
tered in the Arctic. For over fifty 
years, the missionaries of that 
remote diocese have devoted 
their entire lives for the welfare of 
the Eskimos living in North 
America’s extreme North. Cons- 
tantly struggling against the cruel 
elements of that ‘unforgiving 
land’, their mission field covers 
some 900,000 square miles; it 
even extends to the North Pole. 


It is also a constant financial 
struggle for those forty mission- 
aries and Eskimo catechists, who 
have no source of funds whatso- 
ever in such remote regions of 
poverty and deprivation. To add 
to their existing lack of funds, 





their most remote Eskimo 
mission at Pelly Bay was recently 
destroyed by fire.

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DWAC PRESS RELEASE 
INVENTORY OF HUMAN 
SERVICES IN THE 
JANE FINCH AREA 


The Downsview Weston Action Community (DWAC), a commun 
organization presently representing 14 community associatiol 
during the summer of 1976, commissioned an inventory of prese 
day human services in the Jane Finch area. Special emphasis was 
be placed on the availability of services to immigrants. 

The inventory was compiled by Bev Varney, a York Univers 
student and community resident. A grant from the Ministry of Cultu 
and Recreation, Experience ‘76 — Program 40 provided i 
resources. The Metro Toronto Social Planning Council assisted 
advisors and provided office facilities. 

On the basis of this inventory, DWAC contends that the inc 
criminate growth of the Jane Finch “Instant City” through pi 
planning, both physical and social, has resulted in an unreasona 
lack of human services and service planning in the area. Furth 
more, the community need not apologize for its depressed outlo 
but rather, the blame must fall on elected governments and sot 
welfare agencies for not fulfilling responsibilities to this and otl 
“instant” communities where human needs are assessed secon 
to the rate of physical development. 

The Jane Finch area was contrasted with the Parkdale area 
Metropolitan Toronto on the basis that both communities were sim 
in economical, social, and population characteristics at the time 
the 1971 census. Consideration must be given to the fact that 
population of Parkdale has slightly decreased whereas the J: 
Finch population has increased slightly by roughly 20,000 peo 
since that time. 

It was not the intention of DWAC to suggest that services 
Parkdale are adequate or that identical services should be availa 
in the Jane Finch area. 

The inventory makes socio-demographic comparisons using 
census figures for Jane Finch, Parkdale, and where applical 
Metro Toronto. Since less than 60% of both populations were bor 
Canada it is certain that both areas have high immigr 
components. At Jane Finch, the median family income is slig 
lower than Metro as a whole, an interesting fact when conside! 
that almost half the population of Jane Finch is 19 years or youn 
This may be explained by the number of women of child-bearing | 
participating in the labor force: 13% greater than Parkdale e 
though that age group is only 6% greater at Jane-Finch. Simile 
while the proportions of males aged 25-44 are approximately 
same in Jane-Finch and Parkdale, 60% of young Jane Finch mi 
are employed compared with 47% of young Parkdale males. 
inventory also points out that Jane-Finch has more families \ 
children and there are more children per family than in Parkdal 
Metro Toronto. 

Service planning and services should then be prepared to sé 
the people these statistics describe — that is: a very yo 
population, families with children, working mothers, slightly be 
median income groups, and finally, a large and diverse immig 
population. l 

Here then is a partial summary of services physically located in 
Jane Finch area. Parkdale is listed for contrast.

Downsview West 
Information Post 


After four months in the community centre we are still having people 
ask “When did you move out of the mall?” To reiterate and bring the 
_ community up to date: 

The Downsview West Information Post moved out of the Jane- 
Finch Mall the middle of August. The Mall Management requested 
use of the space they had been donating. We are now occupying a 
room at Yorkwoods Community Centre, 20 Yorkwoods Gate 
Boulevard. Our telephone number remains the same — 635-1827. 

Some people in the community have also indicated surprise at 
some of the things information centres do. For instance we have 
volunteers who are bank employees, either managers or loan 
officers, who are willing to serve as credit and debt counsellors. This 
service is on an appointment-only basis. 

To give you an idea of some of the questions information centres 
get, the following are examples: 

— Where can | get legal aid? 

— I'm a working mother. Where can | get day care for my children? 
— Who do | call for a hockey league for my son? 

— Where can | get the swine flu shot? 

— I'm new in the area. Can you tell me what is available such as the 
nearest library and activities for my children? 

— My landlord is threatening to evict me; what can | do about it? 
— Who is the school trustee for this area? 

— My wife and | are having marital problems. Where can we get 
help. 

— ls there a skate exchange in this area? 


The hours for the Post are 9.00 a.m. — 4.30 p.m. You can either 
phone or drop in and see us. 

One of the credit and debt counsellors is Italian, thus making this 
service available to the Italian Community. 

As well as providing people with help for their problems, the 
Information post needs help too. An information and referral service 
is run primarily by volunteers. A volunteer does not have to know 
office work — they just have to like people and want to help. After the 
last issue of the paper a lady called and was most upset as she 
thought the information centres blurb on needing volunteers 
sounded as if we were pre-abortion. That was not the intent. A 
person volunteering his or her service at an information centre is 
certainly entitled to their own personal opinions and biases but they 
are not to project those opinions over the telephone. They simply 
dispense whatever information is requested without indicating their 
own personal views. 

We are also starting a babysitting registry. If you are looking for a 
babysitter or are interested in babysitting, call us. 

Remember, if you are looking for an agency you can’t remember 
the name of or looking for a service you're not sure exists, call an 
information centre first — it may save you a lot of time.

Transportation For The 
Physically Handicapped 


Applications are now being accepted from physically handicapped 
persons who reside in Metropolitan Toronto who wish to register for 
WHEEL-TRANS, PHASE Il. WHEEL-TRANS is a local 
transportation service operating within Metro to serve physically 
handicapped persons whose disabilities prevent them from using 
regular TTC public transit service. 

The Municipality of Metropolitan Toronto and the Province of 
Ontario recently approved the funding of Phase II of this project to 
permit an expansion of the fleet and an extension of service hours. 

Commencing on or about February 7, 1977, two kinds of service 
will be provided twelve hours a day (approximately 6.30 a.m. to 6.30 


.m.). 

Monday through Friday, as follows: (a) Subscription service — 
pre-scheduled service for riders who travel regularly on a round trip 
basis, for example, between home and work. Subscription riders 
must buy non-transferable monthly passes good for a maximum of 
one round trip per scheduled service day. (b) Non-subscription 
service — a demand responsive service to accomodate casual or 
part-time riders. Non-subscription riders will be charged at the rate of 
two adult TTC tickets, payable in tickets or cash for each one-way 
trip. 

Service will be provided by specially-equipped, van-type vehicles. 
Priority in scheduling will be given to trips for work, medical and post- 
secondary education purposes. 

Service will be curbside-to-curbside, and drivers will assist 
passengers to board and leave the vehicle. Any further assistance 
must be arranged by the passenger.
